Starting at midnight on Sunday, foot 
traffic and vehicle traffic will be stopped 
on the high level bridge, and will be sus- 
pended for a month or more in order to 
allow repairs and alterations to be made.

GUILTY OR NOT? 


The Chicago jury found Brothers 
guilty of the murder of Lingle, but im- 
posed the lightest sentence the [linois 
law allows for the crime, fourteen years 
in prison. The plain conclusion is that 
the jurors seriously doubted that the man 
was guilty, but decided to lock him up on 
the chance that he may be. 

Canadians have no responsibility for 
the way law is administered in another 
country. But there is nothing in this pro- 
cedure to recommend it as a good way to 
suppress crime in Canada, If a man is not 
proven guilty of a crime he is entitled to 
liberty. If he is proven guilty of deliber- 
ate murder he deserves a good deal more 
than 14 years in jail. That is the Cana- 
dian view, and the Chicago incident does 
nothing to raise doubts as to its sound- 
ness. 


SCHOOLS ARE SCHOOLS 

Hon. Perren Baker told the Alberta 
Educational Association that the business 
of the public school is “not to fit pupils 
for jobs, but to educate them.” That is an 
elementary fact that seems to require 
frequent repetition. But it is not the 
teachers who need the reminding. They 
are not the parties who clutter up the cur- 
riculum—or try to—wtih fads and frills 
running all the way from making biscuits 
to amateur carpentry. " 

The teacher knows only too well that 
the school day is not long enough to 
teach the subjects which every child must 
know and also a dozen branches of gen- 
eral knowledge which should be absorbed 
in the home of elsewhere outside the 
school. If that.could be ‘got across” to 
the parents there would be less pressure 
to expand the school into a combination 
of school, kitchen and workshop. 


NOT GETTING OUR SHARE 
More than 30,000 automobiles came 
into Alberta:from the United States last 
year, carrying parties on business or plea- 
sure bent; most of them, of course, on 
holiday. There was an increase of 952 
over the entries for the preceding year.

More than 51,000 cars 
crossed into Manitoba, and more than 26,- 
000 into Saskatchewan, neither of which 
provinces has a mountain or a glacier to 
show its visitors.

THE SASKATCHEWAN WATERWAY 

Twenty-five years ago Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier foresaw the day when barges lad- 
en with coal and lumber would float down 
the Saskatchewan from Edmonton into 
the heart of Manitoba without breaking 
bulk, and discharge their cargoes within 
a hundred miles of the city of Winnipeg. 
A considerable sum was spent in survey- 
ing the necessary improvements of the 
river for navigation purposes, but noth- 
ing further has been done, and the stream 
that was the great ‘artery of commerce 
across the plains a half century ago is to- 
day nothing more than a drainage canal.

Premier Bracken has proposed In the 
legislature of Manitoba that this vision of 
a statesman be translated into fact, and 
the legislature has voted the money for 
preliminary exploratory work. Premier 
Bracken’'s object is not so much to develop 
the Saskatchewan waterway as to create a 
great new water power project in central 
Manitoba, but the opening of the water- 
way would be an incidental result of his 
scheme, 

The greatest barrier to navigation of 
the Saskatchewan is the Grand Rapids, lo- 
cated near the point where the river, after 
passing through Cedar Lake, flows into 
Lake Winnipeg. The proposal is to 
cut a canal from Cedar Lake to 
Lake Winnipegosis, using that body and 
Lake Manitoba as reservoirs. The power 
plant would be located on Dauphin river, 
connecting Lake Manitoba and Lake Win- 
nipeg. As it is estimated that 400,000 
horse power could thus be generated with- 
in 140 miles of Winnipeg, there is a sub- 
stantial economic reason to recommend 
the plan to the legislature and people of 
that province. 

The canal from Cedar Lake to Lake 
Winnipegosis would sidetrack the Grand 
Rapids as a barrier to river navigation, 
and open the waterway from the south- 
ern end of Lake Manitoba, about one 
hundred miles from Winnipeg, to Edmon- 
ton on the North Saskatchewan and to 
Medicine Hat on the South Saskatchewan. 

The advantage that this would be in 
ihe movement of coal from Alberta to 
Manitoba is obvious. It would give the Al- 
berta mines the cheapest of all transport- 
ation to Winnipeg, an advantage which 
their U. S. competitors could hardly coun- 
ter by any manipulation of freight rates 
or by “dumping” tactics. That, it may be 
supposed, will be an added inducement to 
the Manitoba legislators to proceed with 
the project. t

GETTING THE MOST OUT OF LIFE 


Recently I read an article by a 
very brilliant medicai writer in which 
he stated that every one is born with 
a certain inheritance of vitality and 
age to which not over a month of 
additional life could be added by the 
best of living habits. This man 
undoubtedly a wonderful stylist of the 
English language, but it seems to me 
that his words, similes, and meta- 
phors were chosen with 
than his facts and logic. 


Think of the incalculable harm that 


habits as with good ones, It is that 
kind of belief which makes so many 
patients for doctors. 

The idea is inherently wrong. For 
example we can take the grains from 
an ear of corn, shake them well and 
divide the grains into two piles. Theor- 
etically both groups of these corn seeds 
will have the same inherent vitality 
and length of life, but you plant one 
haif of these seeds in good soil, water 
it properly, keep down weeds and 
parasites, and take the other seeds 
and plant them in poor soil, where 
there is not enough water, where the 
weeds are allowed to flourish, What 
happens? [It the first field will be 


beautiful green stalks ten or twelve 
feet tall, with large well filled ears 


of corn; in the second field will be 
short, stunted, yellowish stalks, many 
of which will die when young, and in 
the remainder the ears will be small 
and only partly filled with grain, The 
same thing is true with human beings.

Answer: The name “shingles” is 
given to a disorder caused by the de- 
posit of toxic substances along certain 
nerve trunks. It always occurs on 
one side of the body at a time, and 
is more frequently found on the up- 
per back or around the ribs on one 
side. The nerves are infiamed by the 
toxins, and the skin breaks out in a 
rash wherever the most irritation 
| exists. The cure is through diet, and 
no local treatments are very effective. 
A fast taken at the onset of the dis- 
order will hasten the cure, but even 
under this treatment it often takes a 
week or ten days for the eruption to 
disappear.
